THE FLEMING WRECK 



No More Deaths, But Three Cannot 
Recover— Incidents of the 
Fatality 

A late dispatch from Flemingsburg concern- 
ing the wreck on the Cincinnati, Flamings- 
burg and Southeastern Railroad.wher* two were 
killed and 18 injured, says:| 

"Several thousand persons visited the scene 
of the wreck. No d*aths have been added to 
the list, but Mrs. Harry Thomas of Covington, 
crushed through the hips and kidneys, is in a 
dying condition. No chang* for the better 
has occurred in the condition of any of those 
seriously injured. The unknown man killed 
baa been identified as Thomas A. Fowles of 
Morehead. 

One of the most striking feature* of tb* 
wreck was that the sixteen-months-old daugh- 
ter of Harry Thomai, who was sleeping in its 
mother'* lap when the train and trestle went 
down, waa the only on* of 20 passengers on 
the train who ascaped uninjured.

bent* of tbe structure give way, when the whole 
structure collapsed, tb* whole train being 
turned or careening to the right, all piling up 
in a mass of wreckage at the bottom of the 
ravine, the coaoh standing on end at an angle 
•f 45 degrees t* the rear and about th* same 
from left to right."

The average salary of the Episcopal clergy- 
men of the United States is only $000. It is 
plain, therefore, that very few of the clergy- 
men can make any provision for the support in 
old age. Many laymen have expressed the hope 
thst a goed slice of this thank offering might 
be given to the general clergy relief fund, 
which is managed by a very intelligent Board 
of Trustees in Philadelphia. 

Of the entire collection $775,309 is to re- 
main in the United States and $867,450 is to 
go on the outsids.
